undoubtedly had learned well the 
lessons taught by the Java Sea 
battle last March, the sinking of

SHIFT WAR DRIVE 

That may be impending. It would 
depend upon the disposition of the 
main elements of the Japanese and 
United States fleets, That Japan is 


ready to risk her battle fleet far 
down in the southwest corner of the 
Pacific, leaving the approaches to 
Japan itself and her China Sea life- 
lines screened only by her north and 
central Pacific island outposts 
hardly believable.

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Speeding Up 

London reports that during April the 
R.A.F, made 175 attacks on 62 targets, in 
Europe, the Middle East and the Far East. 
In Europe and the Middle East alone, 287 
enemy aircraft were destroyed, and 31 
Axis ships sunk or set on fire, while the 
R.A.F, losses were 314 planes, The figures 
show a substantial gain over March in 
raids made, targets attacked, and enemy 
planes destroyed. 

Nothing is said in this statement about 
Nazi munitions plants blown up, ports 
wrecked and railway terminals put out of 
commission; which probably were more 
important militarily than the sinking of 
ships and the destruction of planes. 

Weather permitting, the figures for 
May will show greater activity and more 
damage done the enemy than during 
April, for the air-offensive is not only con- 
tinuous but of increasing intensity. For all 
it has accomplished, the R. A. F. has not 
yet struck its pace. Nor have United 
States airmen got into action in Europe 
on a large scale. But it is now the enemy 
who has to explain that air attacks do not 
do much damage, and the explaining is 
getting to be about as regular as the anti- 
aircraft fire heard nightly from St. Na- 
zaire to Norway. 


The Danger Is Less Imminent 


Back from the conference at Ottawa, 
Commissioner Gibb doubts that it would 
be advisable to undertake at present any 
large plans to protect Edmonton against 
the chance of damage from air raids. 
To build shelters, put sand bags on the 
roofs of buildings, and otherwise prepare 
for bombings, would run into heavy ex- 
penditure. The money would have to be 
provided by the taxpayers of the city, 
federal funds not being available for the 
reason that the military authorities do not 
consider Alberta to be liable to attack. 

This official view of Edmonton’s im- 
munity can be accepted now with far less 
skepticism than a few weeks ago. Japan 
no longer has the free choice it then had 
to strike in any direction.

The Fight For Australia 


Some days ago the main Japanese 
fleet was reported to be concentrated at 
the Marshall and Gilbert islands, including 
the battleship squadron which sailed into 
the Bay of Bengal but turned around and 
sailed right out again when its base in the 
Andamans was bombed. 

This concentration was evidently the 
preliminary move in a plan to launch an 
all-out attack on Australia or on the sup- 
ply line to that Commonwealth from the 
United States—or on both: The furious 
engagement between United States and 
Japanese naval forces in the Coral Sea is 
a result, and the location indicates that 
the immediate objective was an attack on 
the eastern coast of Australia, perhaps a 
full-fledged assault on Brisbane, Sydney 
and Melbourne.

Peace Offensive To 
Based On Threat 
if Collapse 

By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

Washington is wracking its 
brain to understand what is hap- 
pening in both Italy and Ger- 
many, and js warning about 
faked internal disturbances and 
the beginning of a peace offen- 
sive. 

That Italy and Germany want 
peace is certain. 
They will never 
be able to make 
peace under bet- 
ter conditions 
than an acknow- 
ledgment of the 
now existing 
status would be. 
If the offer 
which the Free 
French News Dorothy 
Agency publish- Thompson 
ed Thursday is correct, such a 
peace would amount to a tre- 
mendous victory for the Fascist 
alliance, It would leave Ger- 
many the control of the whole of 
Europe, a free hand in Russia, 
and a vast Empire overseas, 

Such a peace is, of course, in- 
supportable, and, of course, it 
would only be a breathing space 
during which Germany could pre- 
pare to strike again in two or 
three years for the conquest of 
the world. And, of course, it 
would have huge consequences 
inside all nations; for the exist- 
ence in the centre of the world 
of a fascist block embracing half 
a billion people, without the 
European colonies, would give an 
upper hand to all the Fascists in 
Britain and the Americas, 

Even the so-called advantages 
offered, for instance- arrange- 
ments for trade between the 
three “empires,” would open the 
world to fascist penetration, For 
—as Douglas Miller trenchantly 
points out—you can’t trade in 
any ordinary way with the Nazi- 
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Be* yr ascist set-up, but would have to 


organize along their lines, 
Weakness 

Now this peace offensive is 
unique, in that it is accompanied 
by a demonstration, not of 
strength, but of weakness, 

The defeat of Germany in the 
last winter campaign on the 
Western front is not final, but it 
is very real. On some important 
points, for instance, between Vit- 
ebsk and Bryansk, the German 
armies are now standing where 


they stood at the end of July, 
1941. And up to now they have 
not regained the initiative. 

Furthermore, the air superior- 
ity of the British appears ob- 
vious, and every forecast for the 
development of air power is on 
our side. So the German offer 
that we acknowledge her victory 
comes in an awkward moment 
for Germany. 

But has Germany any political 
weapons, any plan for a political 
offensive, which she is likely to 
make? 


I think yes, and I think we 
shall go through it this summer. 
It is to be discerned from what 
Germany is telling her own peo- 
ple and allowing the world to

Why Russians Fight 


The following excerpts from 
a letter of a soldier of the Red 
Army are translated from 
“Pravda,” official organ of the 
Russian Communist party. The 
letter breathes the spirit of 
patriotism of the armies that 
are driving Hitler’s armies 
rearward, with terrific losses 
to the invaders. 


Comrade, just now the order 
has been read to us with the 
dawn of battle! Seven hours are 
left till dawn, 

Now it is still night. Some- 
times I will remember this night. 
How over the Donets steppe the 
moon was shining! How the 
stars trembled, as if they were 
shivering in the cold. And over 
the hills, over the dugouts and 
the fire lines silence ruled—a 
cruel, oppressive silence, loaded 
with the terrors of war. And I 
was lying in the dugout thinking. 
. .. And just like me a million 
fighters from the Arctic Ocean to 
the Black Sea were lying this 
very night waiting for the dawn 
and the battle thinking about life 
and death, about their destiny, 

I have a great desire to live, 
to breathe, to walk on the earth, 
to see the heaven over my head. 
But I do not want just to live; I 
do not want just any kind of life. 

Yesterday a man crept into our 
dugout “from the otter shore”; 
he had been a prisoner of the 
Germans, When he saw us, his 
people, he began to cry. I looked 
at that man’s back, just his back. 
It told a story more terrible than 
all his tales of horror, He had 
only lived under the German rule 
one and a half months and al- 
ready his back had been bent, 
just as if his backbone had been 
broken. All the time during one 
and a half months he had to go 
on bowing, excusing himself, 
hunching his back in expectation 
of being hit, This was the spine 
of an unfree man. This was the 
back of a slave, At this moment 


it was that I suddenly saw with. 


almost blinding clearness what 
the Germans are bringing us—a 
life with a bent, broken back. 
Comrade, five hours are left 
till dawn. In five hours I will 
start to battle. But not for that 
little gray hill over there in front 
will I fight the Germans. No, this 
struggle goes for something much 
bigger. It will decide who will 


be the master of my destiny, I 
myself or the Germans. Up till 
now I, you, everybody was the 
master of his own destiny. We 
selected work we liked to do, the 
profession of our choice, the girl 
our hearts desired. Free people 
in a free land, we looked cour- 
ageously into the eyes of tomor- 
row. 

But when the Germans take 
over they will have become mas- 
ters of your destiny. They will 
trample on your life of today and 
will steal your tomorrow, They 
will rule over your life, over 
your house, over your family. 
They may even take your house 
—and you will go away, your 
back bent, into the rain, into the 
storm. . .. They need working 
animals—and they will make you 
a slave, with a broken, servile 
backbone, | 

I do not want that kind of life. 
It is better to get a bayonet in 
your throat than a collar around 
your neck, 

A terrible struggle is going on. 
No compromise is possible now, 
no choice; we have to strangle, 
to destroy the Hitler beast, to 
finish with jt once and for all. 
And when the last Fascist slumps 
into his grave, when the last roar 
of the last gun has expired—then 
like a bad dream the brown night- 
mare will dissolve and silence 
will reign, the glorious, steady 
silence of victory. 

And we, comrades, will not 
only hear the happy rustling of 
the branches in the forest, we 
will hear how relieved and hap- 
pily the whole world will draw 
in its breath, the whole human 
race, 

And then ... the reconstructed 
factories will begin to smoke, life 
will start to bustle again. A won- 
derful life, comrade! A life in a 
free land, in brotherhood with 
all nations, For such a life even 
to die is not much. 

The dawn, comrade, . . . Over 
the earth shy, gray shadows are 
gliding. Never before life seem- 
ed to me so wonderful as in this 
hour just before the dawn. Yes, 
I have a great desire to live, to 
see the victory, I love life very 
dearly—and that’s why I am go- 
ing to battle now. I go into battie 
for life, for real life, and not for 
the life of a slave, but for the 
happiness of my. children, the 


happiness of my homeland, for 
my own happiness, 


The tenseness of the situation 
is probably overdrawn. Rumor 
always tends to magnify a diffi- 
dulty into a crisis, 

Yet the fact remains that the 
Liberal caucus, which was to 
have followed the plebiscite, has 
not yet been held. 

At the very least, then, there 
appear to be difficulties within 
the Cabinet which are taking 
some ironing out, 


Both Are Right 
There is a great deal to be said 
for the viewpoints of both sides 
of the alleged Cabinet contro- 


versy, 

There is absolutely no doubt 
of the immediate need for con- 
scription for overseas service, 

The keenest observers every- 
where are confident that the war 
is about to break out on several 
new fronts with unprecedented 
fury. It is thought that the 
struggle is swiftly moving into 
a phase of violence the magni- 
tude and ferocity of which we 
have not yet dreamed. 

Canada could only m@asure up 
to such a situation by having the 
maximum number of troops 
available for immediate opera- 
tions in any corner of the world 
where their efforts would con- 
tribute most to the winning of 
the war. 

Immediate conscription for 


Overseas service, then, is an 
urgent necessity, 
On the other hand, the re- 


ported contention of Prime Min- 
ister King and others, that the 
whole question should be 
threshed out in _ parliament, 
merits considerable attention be- 
cause of the high feeling in- 
volved in various parts of the 
country. 

If there is to be inflicted upon 
any sections of Canada a meas- 
ure which those sections honestly 
believe to be iniquitous and un- 
necessary, it would be better, in 
the normal course of events, that 
this infliction should be imposed 
by the full Parliament of the 
Canadian people, after full de- 
bate, rather than by an order- 
in-council or some other rapid 


device, 
Not Normal 


But the events of the world 
are not moving in a normal 
course, 

It is quite within the bounds 
of possibility that the Japanese 
might launch a full scale in- 
vasion attack against Australia 
tomorrow, 

We have absolutely no reason 
to be sure that the Japanese may 
not attack our own west coast or 
the coast of California in full 
force within a, day or so. 

It is equally possible that any 
point on the American Atlantic 
coast might be invaded. 

Within another twenty - four 
hours, the Axis may launch an 
invasion attack on Britain. 

These possibilities, these grim 
and real possibilities, are not 
within the normal course of 
human behaviour. They are not 
even within what we had always 
believed to be the normal course 
of war. 

It is utterly absurd, therefore, 
to attempt to meet them through 
the normal course of parlia- 
mentary processes, 

In other words, the suavities 
of politics and the niceties of 
political behavior have simply 
got to be sacrificed to the press- 
ing realities of the war. 


Mandate 


Moreover, the very nature of 
the vote on the plebiscite alters 
what would be the normal situa- 
tion, 

What was submitted to the 
people as a request for a more 


or less casual expression of opin- 
ion was ‘handed back to the 
Government in the form of a 
peremptory demand, 

The opinion, by the force and 
volume of the vote, became a 
mandate, By that mandate, the 
Government of Canada stands 
committed today, in the most 
solemn and urgent manner, to 
the immediate imposition of con- 
scription for overseas service. 

That is the vigorously ex- 
pressed will of a great majority 
of the Canadian people. It is the 
ultimate voice of Democracy, It 
is a demand that must be 
supreme and certainly is un- 
equivocal in any democratic 
State, 

It is a demand that definitely 
prohibits any delay or hesitancy 
On the part of the Cabinet. 

The mandate is clear, forceful 
and peremptory. 

No Politics 

It would be unjust to say that 
the Prime Minister is trying to 
play politics with this issue, It 
would be foolish to Jay that 
charge because there does not 
Temain within Canada a single 
political partisan who would 
dare to trifle with the emergency 
of the present situation, 

- On the contrary, Mr. King is 
concerned, as he should be con- 
cerned, with the maintenance of 
politica] stability in the country. 

This is no time, as Mr. King 
well knows, to precipitate any 
political upheaval. Quite clearly, 
he is desperately anxious to pre- 
vent any such disturbance. 

But, at the same time, the pub- 
lic must preserve a sense of 
values. If we were forced to 
choose between a political up- 
heaval and efficiency in the war, 
the same majority that voted 
“yes” on the plebiscite would 
vote unhesitatingly, although 
sadly and apprehensively, for the 
political upheaval. 

Every man of sense will en- 
dorse Mr. King’s efforts to main- 
tain political stability and tran- 
quility, 

At the same time, every man 
of sense will realize that funda- 
mentally we are more interested 
in preserving freedom than in 
preserving cabinets, and if the 
total war effort, with conscrip- 
tion for overseas, depends upon 
Splitting the Cabinet nine-tenths 
of the people of this country will 
say, “Let ’er split.” 


happen if we are beaten! Gere 
many threatens with suicide-- 
threatens with surrender to the 
Russians alone; threatens to open 
the gates to “the Bolshevik 
hordes,” in the hope that the 
world will then rush to Hitler's 
rescue with peace, and even 
accept his terms. 

Now this is the oldest of afl 
the German games, I say “Ger- 
man” rather than Nazi, because 
the German Republic played this 
game, too, Whenever any de- 
mand was made by Germany, it 
was backed by the threat, “If we 
are not helped, Germany will go 
Communist,” This reached its 
climax when Hitler brought 
down the German Republic it- 
self with the same slogan: 
“Either me or Communism.” It 
gained further successes in the 
first years of appeasement. That 
was what Ribbentrop told Cham- 
berlain, in order to get the cone 
cessions that led to Munich. 
“Kither me or Communism” is, 
therefore, nothing new. But the 
weakness of Germany at this 
moment, gives a new opportune 
ity to play the old game. 

Answers 


There are several answers to 
this. The first is that Great 
Britain and America are in @& 
position to have an agreement 
with Russia, and that on the 
record we can trust such an 
agreement. For so far Russia has 
kept her international obligations 
on every single count, whereas 
the Nazis have never kept one, 

Second, by giving in to such a 
blackmail, we would only lose 
the chance of ever having a well- 
organized Europe, in our sense 
of the word—a Europe with 
legitimate institutions, and law 
and order. Whatever remained 
of such institutions in Germany 
was destroyed at one blow by 
Hitler last Sunday. 

And third, this is no way by 
which ‘Hitler could save himself 
or his regime. Such a decision 
would result in a complete over- 
turn in Germany and all over 
Europe, and it would take the 
British and American armies plus 
the Russian to maintain any 
semblance of order. 


Insane 
So the whole concept is an- 


other of those Hitlerian ideas, 
perfectly logical and perfectly 
insane, because without any 


principles, and without any view 
on the moral and social struc- 
ture of Germany and the whole 
of Europe. 

We, however, ought to exploit 
it for our side by exposing it. 
The real danger in this is not 
that governments will be de- 
ceived. It is the danger of its 
being used for the sort of secret 
negotiations between private 
groups that have gone on since 
the beginning of this war. Its 
political danger is a propaganda 
danger, not a diplomatic one, 

Never be afraid of the weak- 
ness of your enemies; nor of 
their threats of suicide, Let us 
only see to our own strength and 
prepare for the establishment of 
an orderly world. And tell the 
German people about it.

Problem 

LETTERS TO THE EDITOR 

Editor, Bulletin: Regarding the 
subject of another Soldier Settle- 
ment Plan, I should like to point 
out that what we should be dis- 
cussing is not so much how this 
scheme can be made a success as 
enquiring into the necessity for 
it at all. : 

Do we need any more settlers 
on the land? 

Prior to this war the farmers 
of this country were able to pile 
up such surpluses of farm pro- 
ducts that they were a glut on the 
market. Even with normal mar- 
kets open to us the supply of 
wheat was twice that required 
while the capacity of our exist- 
ing farmers to raise hogs is only 
beginning to be realized. What 
they could do if they were being 
paid a parity price can only be 
guessed at; but it would be much 
greater than it is now. 

Anyone who }s conversant with 
farming conditions in the rura 
areas knows that for years the 
farmers have had to practically 
give their eggs away, 5c per 
dozen in the summer time being 
quite common and in many cases 
even less. Every spring there are 
hundreds of tons of good potatoes 
that have to be thrown out be- 
cause there is no market. In the 
face of these conditions what 
kind of idiocy is it that recom- 
mends putting more settlers on 
the land especially when those 
who are already there cannot get 
a living? 

Looking on the other side of the 
picture what do we find? Farm- 


“Jers slaving away under condi- 


tions not much better than those 
found in a concentration camp. 
With lack of water and sewage 
facilities, lack of electric power 
and lack of proper fuel to say 
nothing of lack of leisure. As 
Mr, Parton so ably pointed out in 
a recent letter this is where the 
Teal need for development lies, 
There is work for a peace time 
army (getting parity wages) in 
developing the resources of the 
country so as to make it “fit for 
heroes to live in.” The present 
farmers would be able to supply 
them with food (at parity prices) 
and they would be able to supply 
the farmers with public utilities. 
The Bank of Canada would be 
able to finance the whole works, 
without debt, because for every 
billion of financial credit issued 
there would be one billion dollars 
worth of new assets created so 
that our bookkeeping account 
would always balance, Surplus 
spending power would-be with- 
drawn through the avenue of 
taxation and a price control ays- 


being attempted now. 5 

This is the solution for unem- 
ployment after the war and not 
an insane land settlement scheme 
which can only make confusion 
worse confounded, Every road 
should be thoroughly built, every 


village should have _ utilities 
equal in number to the largest 
city On a miniature scale. Every 


farm home should have water, 
| sewage, power and light on the 
; same terms as the pegple in the 
cities enjoy. 

This is the new order that mos! 
| people want and I hope they will 
‘not be satisfied with less because 
they have it within their power 
to attain it.

The stamp issued in, ¥940 to com- 
memorate the 300th anniversary of 
the restoration of the monarchy, 
bears a likeness of King John IV, 
Duke of Braganza. 

As leader of the patriotic party, 
the Duke succeeded in 1640 in ex- 
pelling the Spanish usurpers and 
making himself king, after the 
country had been 60 years under 
the yoke of Spain. 

The cortes ratified John as king 
in 1641 and he ruled for 15 years, 
restoring the finances and promot- 
ing commerce and agriculture, no 
easy task after home rule had been 
absent for six decades. 

In 1644 the Spaniards were cOm- 
pletely defeated at the battle of 
Montijo. In 1649 and 1654 the Port-

Without Fear. 


NEW YORK, May 9—At the age 
of 10 the Woods twins of New 
York are retiring and both the 
press and the twins are happy about 
it, 


The Woods twins are identical, 
but Johnny, who lived the first’ two 
years of his life scientifically, and 
Jimmy, who “just grew,” are dif- 
ferent now, Separated in an ex- 
periment to determine at what 
period of life the individual begins 
to profit by experience, the twins 
were visiled by the press every 
April 18 for the last decade in an 
attempt to ascertain the difference 
between them. Now the experi- 
ment is over, 

During the training part of the 
experiment Johnny was able to 
roller skate and swim when he was 
less than two years old) The last 
eight years were concerned only 
with checkups on the retention of 
such acquired skills. 

The acquired skill# were noi al- 
ways retained, partly because they 
were not fully mastered and partly 
because as a child grows he must 
master new body mechanisms. 

But Johnny still shows signs of 
his early training. He has more 
muscular co-ordination than Jim- 
my. In athletic attempts he works 
“like a well-oiled machine.” He's 
bigger than his brother but that 
doesn't mean he can always outdo 
him, Both can shin up a pole or 
climb a wall, but Johnny's perfor- 
mance will rate higher than Jim- 
my's. 

The restraint that Jimmy was 
under during the first two years 
has made him more cautious and 
less co-ordinated than his twin. 
Johnny always showed more initi- 
ative and daring in athletic con- 
tests. ° 

Today Johnny is a philosopher 
and takes things as they come. He 
is self-sufficient and has no fears, 
often alarming his mother who 
thinks he ought to be more careful 
crossing the street, 

Jimmy is a bit of a clown and 
bids for the approval of his aud- 
ience. He is more closely tied to 
his mother than Johnny and more 
at ease in the home situation.

T HAS been said that “Mother's Day was created by 
the florists to improve business,” the suggestion being 
that the observance of the Day is really an exploitation

of Mother's Day calls for. 


First, we need to recall its meaning. This Day is set 
apart for the honour of someone who, for each of us, has 
been willing to sacrifice herself, even to death. Second, 
in recalling this, we must avoid sentimentality. There is 
little point in growing maudlin on this one day of the year, 
giving expression to an outburst of emotion that has no 
sincere basis in our hearts. And thirdly, we must perpetu- 
ate the spirit of the day. Mother's Day is meant to be only 
a*symbol of our continued affection for her whose service 
and. sacrifice for us deserves our love and care in return. 

This, however, suggests a challenge to all Mothers. 
We exhort our children to honour their parents. But there 
can be little honour given us unless we are in some measure 
worthy of it. And if Mothers would save this day from 
hypocrisy, they have their own part to play. 

Mother’s Day is not merely a day for me to wear a 
rose, or give a gift. Nor is it a day for Mothers to demand 
recognition. It is a day for each of us to remind ourselves 
of our perpetual obligations —that the mutual love and 
service that are enshrined in this day may be present all 
the days of the year.

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Way Is Found To 
Put An End To 
Damp Basement 


Spring showers bring moisture to 
the leaking basement, and this 
month is the time to tell whether 
the dampness below grade in the 
cellar means leakage or condensa- 
tion, 

Many householders mistake sweat- 
ing or condensation in a basement 
for dampness caused by leaking 
walls. Sweating is likely to take 
place in summer, when warm, moist 
air comes into contact with cooler 
basement walls and water pipes. Its 
cure may*not be water-proofing but 


better ventilation by means of more | 


windows or an electric fan. If the} 
dampness comes from ground water 
under pressure of seepage after 


heavy rains, it probably needs 
water-proofing treatment. : 


THE RIGHT TYPE 

With all the varieties of water- 
proofers on the market, it is diffi- 
cult to select the right type. You 
should get advice from a water- 
proofing contractor, but it would be 
a good idea to know some basic 
facts before you call him, There is 
a new pamphlet, published by the 
makers of various kinds of water- 
proofing materials, that can help 
you decide where basement damp- 
ness comes from and what to do 
about it. 

If it is just a little dampness com- 
ing through the wall, sayg the 
brochure, cement paint may stop 
it and decorate the basement at the 
same time. If the dampness is 
severe, no paint film will hold it. 
A water-proofing plaster coat for 
inside walls and floor topping is in- 
dicated, The paint is cheaper and 
easier and quicker to apply; if it 
doesn't dry out the.cellar completely 
the plaster coat can be added later. 
But correct diagnosis will save 
money, so it pays to understand the 
situation even if you have to call 
in experts to do the work.

With practice blackouts to re- 
mind us of the vulnerability of 
window glass, a new product is 
available to help turn present win- 


dows into a home-made variety of 
safety glass. The new product is 
flexible lacquer. 

Experiences in both England and 
Spain prove that flying glass is 
one of the greatest hazards in an 
air raid. If glass can be prevented 
from flying after blast and concus- 
sion, injuries are decreased. A va- 
riety of solutions have been tried. 
both here and abroad, all of which 
involve the pasting of a flexible 
material to the glass, or nailing fine 
screening across the glass inside a 
room. 


BRUSHED ON GLASS 

A new, clear, transparen{ lac- 
quer thinner that does not obstruct 
vision or light may be brushed on 
the inside of the glass. Three coats 
are required. If a single glass unit 
is more than ten inches square, 
the manufacturer recommends re- 
inforcing the glass along its length 
with inch-wide strips of spun glass, 
which has great tensile strength. 
These strips, when mounted, cast 
no shadow, and being translucent 
may be used decoratively. The 
strips are applied to large window

TENSILE STRENGTH . 

There is a thermoplastic 
liquid wtih a tensile strength of 
from 3,000 to 5,000 pounds @ square 
inch to be brushed or sprayed on 
the glass parts of your house, It is 
barely noticeable after it has been 
applied. Only a faint discoloration 
of the glass, after prolonged expos- 
ure, results, This is the only mater- 
ial we have heard of, so far, for 
making electric-light bulbs safer 
These are said to constitute a real 
danger in air raids. 

Home-made safety glass has 
stood up well an the proving 
grounds of a leading explosives 
manufacturer. A test was made 
under conditions similar to those in 
an air raid. An ordinary steel win- 
dow frame was fitted with plain 
glass similar to the type used in 
automobiles, and with plain glass 
coated with flexible lacquer. The 
window frame was 
curely in an uptight position, and 
a slick of 60 per cent dynamite was 
exploded thirty inches from the 
glass. The plain glass was pulver- 
ized, while the safety glass and the 
glass coated with flexible lacque; 
were fractured but remained in the 
frame,

The patient having a tendency | 
toward tuberculosis may bring on 
the disease by the practice of those 
faulty habits of living which pro- 
duce enervation and lower resist- 
ance. Improper food, lack of sleep, 
lack of excercise and fresh air, con- 
stipation, all of these apparently | 
contribute toward building up the 
lowered resistance which will allow 
tuberculosis to get a start providing 
the patient has a predisposition to- 
ward a weakness of the lungs. 

At the present time, pneumonia is 
one of the most widely discussed 
of all the respiratory diseases, be- 
cause of the new system of typing 
which has been worked out. Bron- 
cho-pneumonia may be the result} 
of bronchitis, representing a down- 
ward extension of the inflammation 
seen in the bronchial tubes, Lobar 
pneumonia gets its name from the 
fact that it usually starts in the lobe 
of one lung. This form of pneumonia 
often abates through crisis; that is 
there is a sudden change which oc- 
curs when danger subsides. 

Pleurisy refers to an inflamma- 
tion of a pleura and is accompanied 
by the throwing out of fluid into 
the pleural cavity. The patient

MAJOR RICHARD SHAW 


Salvation Army district social 
worker, 10268 97 street, was born on 
Oct, 8, 1884, at Retford, Nottingham- 
shire, England, the son of the late 
Horace Wright Shaw and Lucy

the Retford public schools and in 
February 1918, married at Toronto 
Mary Lydia English, daughter of 
Mr, and Mrs. L, E. English, formerly 
of Birmingham, England. He has 
three daughters, Esther Lillian and 
Catherine M. at Vancouver, and 
Ruth Alice at Edmonton. He join- 
ed the Royal Field Artillery in 1904 
and served with the colors for six 
years. He came to Canada in March, 
1911, and to Edmonton in September 
of that year. He became a mem- 
ber of the postal staff here in Janu- 
ary, 1912, end carried mail on West 
End and Fraser Flats routes until 
September, 1913, when he left the 
service to take an officers’ course 
in the Salvation Army at Toronto 
He was commissioned as a captain 
in the Salvation Army in May, 1914, 
and was stationed at Brockville, 
Ont., until August 17, 1914, when he 
was called to the colors as an Im- 
perial reservist. Rejoining his unit 
in Britain he arrived at St. Nazaire, 
France, on Sept. 12, 1914, and par- 
ticipated in the Allied counter- 
offensive after the German drive 
had been stopped.
